A photograph of the man burning by the overturned 
taxi with one hand caught under it was produced at the 
trial of five men charged with the murder of Mrs Ursula 


Ernst, wife of a Chancetlor 
Kowloon riots, It was also 
abroad. 


Mrs Ernst died of bums two 
days atter the taxl.In, which she 
and her husband were travelling 
was overturmed ond set on fire 
by a mob at the junction of 
Taipo Road and Castle Peak 
Road on the afterncon of Octo- 
ber 11 last year.. 

Four of the five men were 
convicted, by a Jury and scn- 
tenced. to death by Mr Justice 
Scholes on. January 21. The 
other man was found not guilly 
of murder and dscharged.
